Intimates England Is Doing More Foi 


America 
Regarding 
German 
Com 


m eres Thon For Any Other Nation. 


Washington, June 25.—The m emo­ 
randum of the British governm ent in 
regard to the enforcement of Its or­ 
ders in council as affecting American 
trade was made public here. 
In this m em orandum, 
which 
was 
handed by l,ord Crewe to Ambassador 
Page in London, Great Britain again 
gives Impressive evidence of her de 
sire to make every possible conces­ 
sion to the 
United 
States without 
actually endangering her blockade of 
Germany. 
The m emorandum is framed in the 
friendliest spirit. In fact It contains 
the distinct intimation that Great Bri­ 
tain is doing more for the United 
States in the way of lightening the 
burden caused by the British block­ 
ade than she is doing for any other 
nation. 
N otw ithstanding these protestations 
Great 
Britain’s m emorandum in no 
way alters her determ ination to con 
tinue the blockade. This latest Brit­ 
ish communication, In the opinion of 
W ashington officials, concedes to the 
protest of the United States against 
violations of the principles of Inter­ 
national law in the conduct of the 
British blockade. 
The 
memorandum, so far as the 
vita! issues between this government 
and 
Great 
Britain 
are 
concerned, 
leaves the situation exactly where it 
was. except that Great 
Britain has 
taid before this country the details of 
what she barf done to make the bur 
den ujion the United States ss light 
as possible. 
The note also says: 
"Im porters in the United 
Stites, 
having 
now had three 
months In 
which to clear off their purchases In 
enem y territory, his m ajesty’s govern 
m ent trust that. In presence of clr 
cum stances enum erated, the United 
States government will acknowledge 
the 
great 
consideration which has 
been shown to American Interests.” 
The receipt of the British memo 
random probably will not alter the 
determ ination of President Wilson and 
his advisers to send a strong protest 
to Great Britain against h fr interfer­ 
ence with 
American non contraband 
with and from the ports of neutral 
countries adjacent to Germany. 
Ah viewed by officials the benefits 
and favors set forth by Great Britain 
In the memorandum as acts of grace 
on lier part fall far short of the rights 
which the United States has under 
the rules of international law.

Dniester river front, ha« 
succeeded In crossing the river. 
Th# 
statem ent says: 
"The arm y under General von U n 
singer) crossed the Dniester between 
Hallcz, which Is still being held by 
our 
enemies, 
and 
Zurawno.

army encaged In a fierce battle on th« 
nortfffcfh hank. 
“ In the neighborhood of Lemberg 
ta d Zolknw the pursuit continues. Be 
tween Rawa Ruska an^ the San, as 
far as Ulanow. n o thing -of Importance 
has occurred. In the angle between 
the San and the Vistula the Russians 
have retreated behind a branch of the 
San; also on the left bank of the Via 
tula south of Itsa they are retreating 
tow ards the north. 
•'Northeast of K urssany (province 
of Kovno) the Russians 
left 
more 
than ion prisoners in our hands aftei 
an attack which we repulsed. On the 
Omule 
river (Russian Poland) 
tho 
German advance resulted in the cap 
lure of 
the village of Kopaczyska 
South of the Vistula in Poland several 
enemy attacks were frustrated/* 
Details of the taking of A m b erg 
(which fell on Tuesday), while still 
meager, show that the Russian troop? 
put up a strong resistance to the very 
last, in spite of the fact that their sit 
nation was hopeless. 
Before the city fell the arm ies on 
der General von Mackensen and Arch­ 
duke Joseph Ferdinand (of Austria) 
had driven wedges deep 
into

nortfferp section of the Russian line 
even as far as Tanew, cutting thii 
Un* Into two detached parts. Under 
pressure,fnnm the northw est, and fol 
lowing an especially effectlce artll 
lery bombrdment by the arm y of Gen 
eral 
Boehm Krmolll, 
the 
archduke 
completed the disaster bv breaking 
the Russian center, which was sup 
ported on Lemberg. 
At the same time General von Mack 
ensen pressed steadily on the soldier? 
of Emperor Nicholas, who were In full 
retreat along the line from 1/emberg 
to Rawa Ruska. General 
Boehm Er 
moll! assumed the pursuit of the en 
emv to the northeast and east of Lem 
berg. 
As soon as the Investm ent of U rn 
berg had been completed, according 
to the dispatches reaching Berlin, th? 
R usgbm s^ th rotten ed by the further 
advance of the Germans and the Auh 
fro Hungarians, also 
began 
retreat 
ing from the angle in northern Gall 
ria formed by the rivers San and Vis 
tula, a aectlon of territory which lies 
to the northwest of Przemysl, as well 
as from the district around K i e l e r , Iii 
Russian Poland, about 100 milos to 
the aouth of Warsaw.
